About fourteen years ago, | wrote a book en- 
titted, * A ‘True Testimony for God and his sa- 
cred Law; being a plain, H®nest defence of the 
urst commandment of God, against all Trinitari-| 
uus under heaven, Thou shal have no other Gods | 
but me.’ I lived then at Wolverhampton, in 
Staffordshire, where my ancestors have lived|

When this book was published, the priests in 
the country began to rage, especially the priests 
of Wolverhampton; who had a great hand in 
the several troubles [ underwent. In short, 
they never ceased till they had procured a large 
indictment against me at Stafford assizes ; where 
I felt the power of God, enabling me to speak 
before a very great number of 
accused of heresy. &c.

Upon which he turned towards the priests, and 
told them that 1 ought to bave had a copy 
of it. But they not answering, he turned to me, 
and said, that if f would give bail, and be bound 
to appear at the next assizes, he would defer 
my trial tillthen. But I told him, | would not 
give bail, neither should anv man be bound fer 
‘me; that if the Prince of Wales himself would, 
he should not; for, said [, | have an innocent 
breast, and I have injured no man; and therefore 
I desire no other favor, but that | may have lb- 
erty to plead to the indictment myself. Upon 
which he said, very courteously, You may. 

The judge having given me liberty of plead- 
ing to the indictment, | began my speech with 
the sacred first commandment of God, viz. Thou 
shalt have no other Gods but Me. 1 imsisted upon 
the word me being a singular; and that it was 
plain and certain, that God spake of himself, as 
one single person or being, and not three distinct 
persons. And that is was manifest, that all the 
church of God, which then heard those words, 
understood it in the same plain obvious sense as 
I do; as is most evident from the words of the 
prophet Moses, who said to Israei thus; ‘* Unto 
thee it was shewed, that thou mightest know, 
that the Lord, he is God, there is nene else be- 
sides him; outof heaven he made thee hear his 
voice, &c.”? L told them, that from the words 
he, and him, and his, it was certain God was but 
one single he, or him, or his. I told them that 
all the patriarchs from tlre be of the 
world, did alw - address themselves to God, as 
one single being. O thou Most High God, pos- 
sessor of heave nand earth; and Abraham said 
ito the king of Sodom, ** 1 have lift up my hand 
unto the Lord, the Most High God, the possessor 
of heaven and earth, &e.” They knew nothing 
(of a trinity, nor of God’s being a plurality of 
persons ; that monstrous doctrine was net then 
i born, nor for two thousand years after, till the 
| apostacy and Popery began to put up its filthy 
i head. 

‘hen I told them, that all the prophets wit- 
nessed to the truth of the same pure uncorrupt- 
ed unitarian doctrine of one God, and no other 
ibut he; * Ilave we not ail one Father, hath not 
‘one God created us?” Then I told them the 
words of God to Abraham, * | am God Almighty, 
walk before me. and be thou perfect; and by 
the prophet Isaiah,

commandment (or how he expounded it) he told 
him the same words that Moses had said. ** Hear 
O Israel, the Lord thy God is one Lord,” not 
three, **and thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, &c’’ and the scribe said, 
‘*’T hou hast answered right for there is but one 
God, and there is no other but he, &c.” TVhen 
[ mentioned the words of Christ, in the xviith 
of John, ver 3, as very remarkable and worthy 
of all their observation; ‘“ This is life eternal, 
to know thee the only ‘rue God, and Jesus Christ 
whom thou bast sent.” And then I turned my 
face directly to the priests (my prosecutors, who 
all stood on the right side of the judge,) now 
said I, since the lips of the blessed Jesus, which 
always spoke the truth, says, his Father is the 
only true God; who is he, and who are they that 
dure set up another, in contradiction to my bles- 
sed Lord, who says, his Father is the only true 
God? 

And I stopped here, to see if any of them 
would answer; but the power of God came ov-, 
er them, so that all their mouths were shut up, 
and not one them spake a werd. So that I turn. 
ed about over my left shoulder, and warned the 
people in the fear of God, not to take their re- 
ligious sentiments from men, but from God; not 
from the pope, but from Christ; not from pre- 
lates nor priests, but from the prophets and 
apostles. 

And then I turned towards the judge and told 
him, that 1 was the more convinced of the truth 
of what | had said, from the words of my bless- 
ed Lord; who.said, **call no man Father here 
upon earth; for one is your Father, even God, 
and call no man master, for one is your master, 
even Christ.””. From hence, said I, 1 deduce this 

natural inference, that in all things that are of a 
spiritnal nature, we ought to take our religion 
from God and his prophets, from Christ and his 
apostles. It will be too long to mention all the 
texts and proofs that are made use of; I will 
only add one or two, as that of Paul, 1 Cor. vii. 
4, 5, 6, where the apostle tells us, “* There is 
for though there be that 
are called gods (as there be gods many, and lords 
many) both in heaven and earth ; ; but to us there 
is but one God, the Father, of whom are all 
things ;”’ so that I told them here was a plain de- 
for he says, there is but one God;

If the reader will use a little 
care to notice the several parts of the above quotation, 
and their relation to each other, he will perceive that 
no comment is necessary on the passage. 

It seems natural to ask, if it be necessary for us to 
believe that the onENEsS of Jesus with the Father, be 
ofa different nature than the oneness for which he 
prayed in behalf of believers, why should the divine 
teach: former as a rule for the latter? 

We are aware that this text in the 10th of John is not 
now, by all Trinitarians used to prove that Jesus Christ 
is essentially God; but why, let us ask, should the on- 
ly passage in which Jesus said that he and the Father 
were one, be left out of the evidence by which the ¢s- 
sential unity of the Father and the Son is to be proved ! 

In our next, we will notice what the risen Saviour 
in the 28th of Matthew, 18th verse, with some 
corresponding passages.
